WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Secretary 


Carlisle g*ave to a reporter of the 
United Press last evening his views on 
the tariff measure now pending in con- 
gress: 


"What, in your opinion will be the 


effect upon the financial situation of 
the tariff bill passed by the house of 
representatives yesterday?" Mr. Car- 
lisle was asked. 


"I had suppposed that very few 


could now be found who believe that 
our financial difficulties were caused 
by a delieiency in the ordinary rev- 
enues of tiie government, or that they 
can be relieved by increasing taxes 
upon the commodities consumed by 
the people. These difficulties are the 
necessary results of our financial legis- 
lation, and they cannot be removed, 
even temporarily, by the tariff laws, 
nor by any other measures which do 
not directly enable the government to 
procure1 the means necessary for the 
maintenance of gold payments." 


"Do you think, then, that the bond 


bill reported in the house to-day will 
furnish any relief to the treasury?" 


"1 am satisfied that there is but one 


permanent remedy for our financial 
embarrassments and that is legislation 


•oviding- for the retirement and can- 
llation of the legal tender notes; but,

most 
advantageous 
terms, but in- 


reases the demands for gold by the 
presentation of notes at the very 
imes when we are least able to meet 
-hem without injury to our credit. If 
.t was not generally expected that 
these three classes of bonds already 
authorized by law will be paid in gold 
at maturity, if demanded, they could 
lot l)c sold except at an enormous sac- 
rifice, but even this general expectation 


not sufficient to altogether satisfy 


nvestors, especially in time* of finan- 
cial disturbance. About Slti,000,000 in 
nterest could have been saved to the 
people on the last issue of bonds, if 
iongrcss had consented to make them 
expressly payable in gold, instead of 
coin. This condition is not at all im- 
jroved by the pending bill, which still 
requires all bonds to be payable in 
coin as heretofore, and confers no new 
authority except the power to issue and 
sell three per cent, bonds- payable in 
coin, after five years, with interest 
payable in coin semi-annually. At the 
present time our 30-year four-per-eent. 
bonds, with interest payable quarter- 
lv, are selling in the markets at rates 
which yield investors more than three 
per cent, per annum, and this fact 
should not be overlooked in determin- 
ing whether or not a five-year threo- 
per cent, coin bond could now be sold 
at par. as the pending bill requires.'' 


What will be the effect of the pro- 


Tision prohibiting the sale of bonds ex- 
cept after public advertisement?'1 


"Assuming that a sufficient amount 


of gold could be procured in that way, 
any secretary of the treasury would 
prefer to advertise for bids, but it is 
evident that there may be circum- 
stances when prompt action is required 
in order to preserve the credit of the 
government, and in such cases a per- 
emptory provision requiring a public 
advertisement might defeat the object 
of the law and prevent any sale." 


Speaking of the second section of 


the bill, which authorizes the issue of 
aertifieates to meet deficiencies in the 
revenue. Secretary Carlisle said: 


"While there is no necessity at the 


present time for resorting to the exer- 
cise of the power which that section 
confers and may not be in the future, 
the secretary of tie treasury ought al- 
ways to have

certificates or bonds, of the character 
described in the bill. Such authority 
ought to hiCve been conferred^ upon 
him a long time ago, and it ought to 
be made permanent instead of being 
limited to 350.000,000 as it is by the 
bill.

ration. He said its provisions would 
tend to strengthen and protect the 
gold reserve by making it a fund for 
the redemption of greenbacks only, 
and not a fund to be drawn upon for 
current expenses. 


The passage of the bill was also ad- 


vocated in the course of the afternoon 
by Mr. Grosvenor (rep., O.) as a patri- 
otic duty; by Mr. l^aoey (rep., la.) and 
Mr. Johnson (rep., X. D.). It was op- 
posed by Mr. Turner (dein., <!a.), who 
said the administration wanted all the 
paper money retired, and if, he had had 
an opportunity to do so he would have 
offered to so amend the bill; by Mr. 
Patterson (dem., Tenn.), who said the 
duty of congress was to restore confi- 
dence in the currency of the country, 
and by Messrs. Swanson (dem., Va.) 
and Wheeler (dem., Ala.). 


The sensation of the day came at a 


late hour in the afternoon when Mr. 
Johnson (rep., Cal.) voiced" in impas- 
sioned manner the opposition to the 
measure in the ranks of the majority. 
He said it gave the lie to every repub- 
lican speech and every republican plat- 
form, and he pleaded with his present 
associates to vote against it. He was 
cheered by the demociats and many 
republicans as he predicted the defeat 
of the first section of the bill, and de- 
clared that the only true relief to be 
found was in'the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. 


Before the debate was entered upon, 


by the unanimous report of the com- 
mittee on elections No. 1, which com- 
mended Mr. McXiaim for his fairness 
and justice in waiving his claim to£he 
seat, Mr. Hugh Belknap was declared 
to be entitled to the seat from the third 
Illinois district, for which Mr. Law- 
rence E. McUium held the certificate.

REASONS FOR HIS VOTE. 


Major Connolly Fears the Passage 


of the TariS Measure will 


Give Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, D. (3., Dec. 27.- Repre- 


sentative Cennolly, of Illinois, was one 
of tho» three Republicans who voted 
against the rule limiting debate and pro- 
venting consideration of amendments to 
tho tariff bill. On being asked after 
the house adjourned yesterday .why he 
had taken this step, Mr. Connolly said: 


"I voted against the rule and I was 


seriously tempted to vote against the 
bill itself, because I thought it embodied 
a great mistake. It says in the caption 
that it is purely a temporary measure, 
and it is limited in its duration to the 
first day of August, 1898. 


'If I understand what we espe- 


cially want 
now, it ia that there 


ihall bo no more uncertainty on the 
subject of the ItarirT. 
I had prepared 


an amendment which I hoped to be able 
to introduce, cutting out this temporary 
provision entirely. 'As it is now if we 
should be unable to frame another tariff 
bill before Aug. 1,1898, this moasuie we 
fr&ve passed to-day would practically re- 
enact the Wilson-Gorman bill.

should therefore have in the course of a 
few years first McKinley law, then the 
Wilson-Gorman bill, then this temporary 
tariff measure, then the Wilson bill 
•(gain, and then a comprehensive tariff
